RE: Guardian Ad Litem Certification and Re-Certification Courses

During 2011, three initial certification courses for attorneys wishing to be certified as guardians ad
litem in juvenile dependency and termination of parental rights cases are available around the State as
follows:

Wednesday, August 10, 2011 — Heflin-Torbert Judicial Building, Montgomery (8:45am-4:30pm)

Wednesday, November 9, 2011 — The Wynfrey Hotel, Birmingham (8:45am-4:30pm)

All sessions of this 6-hour course (which includes one hour of ethics) must be attended by attorneys wishing
to be certified as guardians ad litem in juvenile dependency cases. This course WILL NOT count toward the
two hours needed for re-certification in 2011.

These sessions must be attended by attorneys who previously have completed the 6-hour certification
course. Completion of the 2 hour re-certification course each calendar year is mandatory for an attorney to
remain on the certified list.

There is a $25.00 late fee if payment is not received
before the course date. No on-site registration will be allowed.
